the available space to five acres, 
That precluded the use of that 
plot. Four-H officials declined the 
use of the north half of the Borden 
plot, Page Drive, or the high school 
practice field as alternative sites, 
and so a last-minute, cancelation 
yras in the laps of the Injun Sum- 
iner Days "committee.

Cherry Point, N. C., just north of

wind gusts of 75 miles an hour, 
reduced from the 100-mile .wallop 
packed around the hurricane cen- 
ter as it approached the shore.

Million Youngsters 
Given Second Shots 


Seek 'Guided 
Missile9 to 
Fight Cancer

"GENEVA (ft— Atomic scientists 


are trying to develop a kind of 
guided missile against cancer. 


They are searching for sub- 


stances which would "home" on 
cancer when injected into the blood 
stream and carry with them a ra- 
dioactive weapon to fight the ma- 
lignancy. 


This campaign was outlined to- 


day at the 72-nation atoms-for- 
peace conference by DP*. W. F. 
Bale and Dr. L. L. Spar, of the 
University of Rochester at Roch- 
ester, N. Y. 


Such a technique, they said, 


would direct the powerful rays of 
radioactive material only against 
the cancer without harming sur- 
rounding tissue. 


The researchers said they are 


working on the theory that various 
tissues and organs of the human 
and animal body have within them 
specific chemical 
antibodies 
to 


help protect those areas against 
disease. 


.They said it might be possible 


to isolate these antibodies and use 
them as carriers of radioactive 
substances to particular areas of 
the body. Under this theory, a kid- 
ney antibody might be used to car- 
ry radiation ammunition against a 
kidney cancer. 


The Americans reported that so 


far they have experimented only 
with animals. 


They extracted material from 


labbit kidneys, mi:-:ing it with ra- 
dioactive iodine. Injected into other 
rabbits, the mixture tended to be- 
come localized in the 
kidneys. 


Three days after the injection more 
than 10 per cent of the origi- 
nally infected iodine was found in 
the kidneys, they reported.

Fatalities Drop 


1. The number of polio fatalities 


has dropped 4G per cent below last 
year's level. In the key states 
supplying second shots, the decline 
has been 65 per cent.

youngsters, there have been 247 
cases of the disease and nine hav« 
died of it. . 


Z. Outside the South, there has 


been considerable resistance * to 
launching the second-shot cam- 
paign, which'was-delayed by un- 
certainty tind shortage of vaccine. 
Eighteen of the 48 sta.tes are wait- 
ing for fall to renew the campaign, 
Few states have made any plans 
for a third injection.

It is impossible, of course, to 


draw definitive conclusions from 
the statistics, since some figures 
are tentative, they have not been 
evaluated scientifically, and the 
possibility t of coincident is too 
strong. 


There can be no doubt, however, 


that the number of polio fatalities 
has been reduced sharply from the 
level of last year, a fairly average 
year.

The Doctor Says 


Doctors. Still in the Dark 
About Virus-Caused Illness 


By EDWIN Pv JORDAN, flf.D. 


There are a lot of things which 


lh» ..jnedical profession . does not 
know and one of them is touched 
on in today's first inquiry.

''., Q—My sister has been told she 
had a virus infection in her system 
for the past three years, and that 
this is a three- to five-year illness. 
She gets frequent weak and ner- 
vous spells and I should like you 
to discuss this. 
B. E. M. 


A—Of course, I cannot say 


whether your sister's shells and 
difficulty are due lo a virus but 
can only discuss virus infections 
in general terras. It is uncertain 
in most cases just how long: a 
virus infection lasts, that is how 
long the virus remains active and 
disease producing in the human 
body. 


In all probability, this will vary 


from one virus to another and 
from one person to another. For 
example, in the case of vuccinu- 
tion for smallpox, it is probable 
that the virus remains active for 
only a short time. A cold sore or 
lierpes simplex which is consid- 
ered a virus disease is sometimes 
believed to harbor an active virus 
for years at a time. 
Q—My husband uses a great deal 


of sugar in everything he eats. Will 
this cause diabetes? 
Mrs. H. M.

GENEVA—Today we had lunch in a large, comfortable restaurant 


near the university. We had delicious pot roast, roasted potatoes, 
stewed celery with a. cheese sauce, dessert, coffee and two carafes 
of very good Swiss wine, for three of us. The bill, including the'tip. 
came to just under one dollar apiece. Had we been able to sit out- 
doors, the bill would have been less because those 
who come early and get the tables on the side- 
walk, which are most comfortable and really pre- 
fereable, are limited to the blue-plate without des- 
sert or salad. They pay only two francs, 20 cen- 
times, including tip, about 53 cents. But the side- 
walk tables were all occupied. 


This place is patronized by many of the stu- 


dents who come to the University of Geneva from all 
over. A few work as messengers or at any job they 
can get to help pay their tuition and their rocm- 
and-board. But jobs are scarce and the pay, like 
the cost of living, is low. I leaz-ned at lunch here that our bright, 
eager messengers in the press-house for the summit conference were 
study-boys. 


Most residents of Geneva, however, go home at noon for their 


main meal of the day. 
Thousands of them travel altogether on bi- 


cycles, many of them with little, _ snarling motors.

Foundation For Infantile Paraly- 
sis haa urged it« solvent chapters 
to turn in swrplu* funds to rescue 
needy, units rather than have an 
emergency March of Dimes cam- 
paign. 


Basil O'Connor, foundation pres- 


ident, said Thursday that already 
this year it has bewi necessary 
to help out hundreds of chapters 
in desperate need of funds. 


O'Connor said $52,511,185 was 


contributed to the March of Dimes 
campaign last January but that 
this fell 112,000,000 short of needs. 


"If all chapters spent the same 


amount this y*ar as last for pa-

ing, in 1,781 chapter treasuries 
next Dec. 31." 


The solvent chapters, he said,

Adlai Gets First Chance

CHICAGO W—Adlai E. Steven- 


son and Gov. Averell Harriman of 
New York appartenly have reach- 
ed an informal working agreement 
aimed at bringing one of them th« 
1956. Democratic presidential nom- 
ination. 


Associates confirmed that the 


former Illinois governor, who was 
beaten by President Eisenhower 
in 1952, has come to an under- 
standing with Harriman 
under 


which Stevenson will get 
first 


crack. 


These associates said, however, 


that if it become sapparent at any 
point in the next 12 months that 
Stevenson is unlikely to make the 
grade, he could be expected to at- 
tempt to shift his strength quick- 
ly to Harriman. 


Two Big Blocs 


Together Stevenson and Harri- 


man represent the two potentially 
most powerful voting blocs in next 
summer's convention. S t a r t i n g 
with his Illinois home base vote 
of 60. Stevenson has wide support 


within tlw party ranks. There !s 
some doubt, however, that he could 
muster sufficient votes to win the 
nomination without New York's 9-1 
in the early balloting. 


It is accepted generally that un- 


less something happens to upset 
the working agreement, that if 
Stevenson appears to be going into 
the convention with a commanding 
position, he will get the New York 
support that probebly would clinch 
his nomination. 
, 


Harriman's chanc* at the prize 


apparently depends on Stevenson's 
flunking his preconvention cam- 
paign tests after he makes a prom- 
ised formal announcement of his 
intentions in November. 


Sti|)|K»rters Split 


The Stevenson camp still is di- 


vided on whether the former Illi- 
nois governor ought to go into pri- 
maries to test his strength locally 
against other potential candidates 
like Sen. Estes Kefauver (D-Tenn). 


Advisers who oppose such strat- 


egy argue that Kefauver won a lot 
of primaries in 1952 but didn't get 
the nomination. They say the 
primary road drains funds and 


time that might b« better spent in 
other efforts ~to gather delegates. 


On the other hand, some of his 


advisers think the handicap o? 
Stevenson's 1952 defeat 
requires 


him to put his name on the line 
despite the fact that a single pri- 
mary loss might, be so damaging 
to his prestige as to cost him the 
nomination. 


Must Show Prowewi 


Some Democratic governors who 


have been attending the 47th an- 
nual Governors Conference here 
have indicated they think Steven- 
son is going to have to show his 
prowess as a vote getter within 
his own party if he expects to be 
the choice to take on Eisenhower 
again. 


Stevenson also faces some oppo- 


sition in the South as evidenced 
by the declaration Thursday by 
Gov. 
Allan Shivers of Texas, a

Stevenson's nomination and sup-

anybody" — 


Democrat or Republican — who 
opposed him.

Special Tax Benefits Are 
Ended for 19 Industries 
Were Started to Boost 
Korean War Production 


WASHINGTON <fi— Sen. O'Ma- 


honey (D-Wyoi said today the Ei- 
senhower administration "should 
be congratulnted" Tor moving to 
curtail tax benefits 
which have 


helped industry expand in the past 
five years. 


Director Arthur S. Flemming of 


the Office of Defense Mobilization 
announced late yesterday new or- 
ders which may lead to a sharp 
tapering off in the kind of tax 
incentives which have been grant- 
ed for some 30Vi billion dollars 
worth of plant and equipment ex- 
pansion held to be essential to na- 
tional security. 


The action came after a series 


of other orders aimed at tighten- 
ing up the surplus of credit. Some 
administration o f f i c i a l s have 
termed these a gradual effort to 
pi-event prices from starting to 
climb again. 


Suspends 38 Others 


Flemming ordered an end to 


special tax benefits in 19 indus- 
tries and a suspension, pending a 
review expected to take a month 
or morn, in 38 others. The incen- 
tives were kept available for 20 
"expansion goals" —chiefly apply- 
ing to items of high military de- 
mand. 


The government has pending 924 


applications for the tax benefits, 
covering about $9,300,000,000 of pro- 
'posed new plant and equipment 
construction. About six billions of 
this is in the 38 industries for 
which Flemming ordered the tem- 
porary .suspension Thursday. 


O'Mahoney said in an interview 


the tax incentives first granted 
after war started in Korea were 
supposed to be for defense pur- 
poses. But in the last two years 
they have been extended to many 
industries have no direct connec- 


tion with defense and thus were 
"due for curtailment," he added. 


Write Off Tax»-s 


The present tax writeoff pro- 


gram was similar to but much 
larger than one used in World War 
II. Under it, companies unutituk- 
ing approved expansion projects 
caii write off a portion of the cos! 
for tax purposes in five years. The 
share which may tw so written off 
is fixed by the ODM in each in- 
dividual case. It generally has 
ranged from 40 to 70 per cent. 
Since, the usual depreciation write- 
off period is 20 to 25 years, this 


means that tho firms affected may 
take much bigger deductions in 
the first five years than they oth- 
erwise could. 


The suspended "expansion goals" 


included such industries as elec- 
tric power, iron and steel, rail- 
roads, oil, m e t a l s including 
aluminum, commercial aircraft, 
ocean 
shipping, 
chemicals and 


airport facilities. 


The industries for which the tax 


benefits were ended include asbes- 
tos, lead, manganese ore, cement, 
tungsten, zinc, various alloying 
minerals, and certain tires. 


The 20 expansion goals kept open 


for the fast writeeoffs cover such 
items as aviation fuel, copper, 
nickel, 
mercury, titanium, and 


products ordered directly by the 
armed services and the Atomic 
Energy Commission.

WASHINGTON LT) — President ! 


Eisenhower says he hopes Con- 
gress will act "at the earliest op- 
portunity" to revise the new hous- 
ing law which he approved Thurs- 
day while voicing "serious objec- 
tions" to some- provisions. 


The chief executive said in a 


statement he' had signed the bill 
because it contained "important 
provisions" designed to eliminate 
slums and to continue the mort- 
gage insurance program, "thereby 
enabling families of moderate in- 
come to acquire or improve their 
own homes." 


The new law authorizies four bil- 


lion dollars more for FHA mort- 
gage insurance. Without such au- 
thority, officials had estimated that 
this program would grind to a halt 
this fall. 


It authorizies also the construc- 


tion of 45,000 lo\v rental public 
housing units in the year ending 
next June 30. This was one of the 
provisions criticized by Eisenhow- 
er, who had asked for 35,000 units 
in each of the next two years. 


"The full program which I re- 


commended is needed," he said, 
"and It can be carried out by our 
local communities and the federal 
government in a more orderly and 
efficient manner over a two-year 
period."
